WASHINGTON (UPD — President 
Nixon proposed today an expanded pro­ 
gram on 
birth control and family 
planning in the nation. 
In a special message to Congress, 
Nixon said forecasts are that America’s 
population will reach 300 million by the 
year 2000. “ We can be sure that society 
will not be ready for this growth unless 
it begins its planning immediately,” he 
declared. 
The President set as a national goal 
establishment of adequate family plan­ 
ning services within five years for all 
those who want them but cannot now 
afford them. 
Nixon stressed that under no cir­ 
cumstances would birth control activities 
“ be allowed to infringe upon the rel­ 
igious convictions or personal wishes 
and freedom of an individual.” 
The President recommended to Con­ 
gress establishment of a “ Commission 
on Population Growth and the American 
Future” . It would be directed to make 
recommendations 
in 
three specific 
areas: 
— The probate trend of U S popula­ 
tion growths and shifts between now 
and the year 2000. 
— Resources required to deal with an­ 
ticipated population growth. 
— Ways in which the population growth 
affects activities of federal, state and 
local governments. 
The commission would include two 
members each of the House and Senate 
and an unspecified number of experts. 
It would have two years to prepare 
a final report, with an interim report 
scheduled in one year. 
The President said it is clear, how­ 
ever, that additional research on birth 
control methods of all types would not 
have to await the commission report. 


“ One of the most serious challenges 
of human destiny in the last third of this 
century will be the growth of the pop­ 
ulation,” Nixon toldCongress. “ Whether 
man’s response to that challenge will be 
a cause for pride or for despair in the 
year 2000 will depend very much on 
what we do today.” 
On a worldwide basis, the President 
pointed out there were only one bil­ 
lion people on earth in 1830. Just one 
century later, in 1930, there were 2 
billion, he 
said, now there are 312 
billion. 
“ These 
statistics illustrate 
the 
dramatically increasing rate of pop­ 
ulation growth . . . it is likely that 
the earth will contain over 7 billion 
human beings by the end of this cen­ 
tury,” Nixon said. 
That would mean that over the next 
30 years the world’s population could 
double. 
Nixon pointed out that the population 
explosion of many developing nations 
had worsened standards of living. The 
United States already is assisting coun­ 
tries seeking help in reducing high 
birth rates, he said, and he pledged 
continued support for such efforts. 
Until 
recently, population growth 
was viewed primarily as a problem 
for developing nations, he said. This, 
he added, is no longer true. 
The President noted that the U S. 
population passed the 100 million mark 
after three full centuries of steady 
growth. A half century later the sec­ 
ond hundred million was added, and, 
if the present growth rate continues, 
the third hundred million will be ad­ 
ded in roughly a 30 year period. 
The critical issue, he said, “ is whether 
social institutions will also plan for their 
arrival and be able to accommodate them 
in a humane and intelligent way.”

No interference on moon 
between missions, Russ 
assure Astronaut Borman 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI)-Rus­ 
sia assured the United States today aft­ 
er a personal telephone call from U. S. 
astronaut Frank Borman that its Luna 
15 satellite would not interfere with Apol­ 
lo IP s flight to land men on the moon. 
But the Soviets did not say what their 
spaceship’s mission was. 
“ Col. Borman was informed that the 
orbit of Luna 15 would not intersect pub­ 
lished trajectories of Apollo 11 at anv 
point and that he would be informed if 
any change developed,” the space agen­ 
cy said in a statement. 
There was no clue, apparently, as to 
whether the Russians intended Luna 15 
to land on the moon, scoop up lunar ma­ 
terial, and try to beat Apollo 11 back 
with it, and Borman said he did not know 
at a later news conference. 
“ Your guess is as good as ours at this 
point,” said the American astronaut, who 
recently completed a 10-day visit to Rus­ 
sia and its space installations. 
Christopher C. Kraft, Apollo flight op­ 
erations 
director, who also appeared 
at the news conference, said U.S. space 
officials could only “ guesstimate” what 
the Russians were doing. 


“ Probably they are doing a step by 
step program just as we would do.” 
Kraft said he assumed Luna 15 would 
leave lunar orbit ultimately and come 
back to earth. He said the Russian space­ 
craft was in an orbit ranging 85 to 179 
miles above the moon, based on Soviet 
figures. 
Apollo 11 astronauts 
Neil A. Arm­ 
strong, 
Edwin E. Aldrin and Michael 
Collins were three quarters of the way to 
the moon, when the space agency said 
it was releasing a “ very significant” 
statement on Luna 15. 
Luna 15 was already in orbit around 
the moon amid world-wide speculation 
it was a “ moonscooper” craft intended 
to take some of the luster off the Ameri­ 
can achievement. 
The Russians told Borman Luna 15 
was traveling at a 53-degree angle to the 
path Apollo 11 will follow. 
Luna 15 is traveling around the moon, 
once every 2 hours 30 seconds, the Rus­ 
sians said. 


“ If they land tomorrow morning, Pll 
read about it,” Kraft said. The Rus­ 
sians said their spacecraft would re­ 
main in moon orbit until 3 a.m. EDT 
Saturday, but did not specify if it would 
land at that time. 
Luna 15 was launched last Sunday from 
Russia and reached the moon Thurs­ 
day, where it dropped into orbit. 
Russian 
scientific 
sources have 
said the Soviet moon craft was design­ 
ed to land on the moon, scoop up a space- 
full of lunar dirt and head back to earth, 
seeking to beat Apollo ll's 
schedule 
by two days. 
Western sources agreed this was a 
possibility. 


The space agency announcement said 
Soviet Academician 
M. V. Keldyah, 
president of the USSR Academy of Sci­ 
ences, 
said in a cable to Borman that 
Luna 15 would stay in orbit two days. But 
the announcement did not say whether it 
would land on the moon and scoop lunar 
material to try to beat Apollo 11 back. 
“ Col. Borman placed the call to Aca­ 
demician Keldyah Wednesday at the re­ 
quest of Christopher Kraft, director of 
flight 
operations at the Manned Space­ 
craft Center,” the space agency said. 
“ The call, plus a second to the In­ 
stitute of Soviet - American relations, 
Borman's host group on his recent trip 
to the Soviet Union, was completed yes­ 
terday, Thursday, at 6 a.m. from Hous­ 
ton. 


“ Last evening Col. Borman received

The third correction 
opportunity was at 3:26 p.m today and 
the fourth was scheduled at 8:26 a m

If the fourth opportunity is taken, 
lunney said, “ it will be very, very 
small-just a little tuning of the traj­ 
ectory.” 
The astronauts got a good, solid, night's 
sleep and were sleeping so soundly when 
their normal wakeup time came at 8.32 
a m flight directors decided to let them 
sleep later. 
The astronauts finally awoke at 9:30 
a m. with the spacecraft 184,874 miles 
from earth, 73,732 miles from 
the 
moon and traveling at 2,41 * mph. 
Aldrin rang up ground control with 
a cheery, “ Good morning, Houston,’’and 
ground communicatorBru- e McCandless 
informed him the third midcourse cor­ 
rection had been cancelled. 
He said it would have been so tiny- 
a change in velocity of about one half 
mile per hour-that it would be added 
to the fourth correction Saturday, Fven 
at that, a change of less than l1. mph 
would be needed then-if the fourth op­

—and in many cases “ burned"

degrees Fahrenheit—high pres­ 
sure steam—before it is re­ 
leased in sewer lines.

This is 
an experience that shouldn’t be 
missed and judging from all the 
giggling, the massagers had as 
much fun out of it as those who 
were getting the treatment. 
Going from Kyoto to Mara 
we passed through a farming 
area where we noticed some 
interesting things. Peach trees 
are planted on mounds covered 
with straw matting. We suppose 
this protects the fruit from 
bruising when it falls and rolls 
off to the side. Each peach is 
also encased with a paper sack. 
Pre-wrapped fruit! The branch­ 


es of the pear trees are sup­ 
ported by bamboo lattice frames 
and appear to be espaliered over 
the top. The pickers do not have 
to use a ladder to get at the 
fruit because the trees are 
kept fairly small. 
As many vegetables as pos­ 
sible are grown on poles or 
strung up, such as beans, peas, 
egg plant and tomatoes, to save 
space. 
The 
vegetables are 
grown in small plots scatter­ 
ed among taro patches and rice 
paddies. It is a strange sight to 
see a huge house standing on 
a rock and cement foundation 
about four feet high, completely 
surrounded by water-filled rice 
fields. It resembles a fortress 
encircled by a moat. 
Many streets are lined with 
ginko trees whose leaves look 
like butterfly wings. Since the 
ti unks and leaves have a very 
high water content, they form 
a natural barrier in case of 
fire. The Japanese are very 
fire conscious and in one hotel 
there was a sign requesting 
that you not smoke in bed to 
safeguard against fire. 
Speaking 0f trees, one of the 
first unusual things we noticed 
were the strange wrappings on 
ail the trunks and large branch­ 
es. Almost all of the trees were 
held up by at least three poles. 
The poles keep them from be­ 
ing blown over in the yearly 
typhoons. The wrappings are 
usually straw, although we saw 


one encrusted with clay over the 
straw 
which serves as pro­ 
tection against the winter cold 
as well as insects. Bugs can’t 
get to the bark to lay their 
eggs so they lay them in the 
straw. In the spring when the 
eggs begin to hatch, the straw 
is cut away.

Housing worse in south 
county than in north 
The Soda Pop Bottle and the Computer 


Housing conditions are worse 
in the South Coast area of the 
county than they are in the north 
county areas, the Board of Sup­ 
ervisors have learned in a spe. 
cial housing report given to 
them. 
Sam Clawson, County Planning 
Department housing specialist, 
who participated in a survey of 
substandard homes in county 
areas, gave the supervisors that 
information. 
Some 
appeared 
surprised to hear it. 
“ There has been much new 
public housing in the north 
county,” said Clawson. He also 
pointed out that with advent of 
the Vandenberg Air Force Base 
buildup some years ago, large 
new housing tracts came into 
existence. 
Homes in South Coast area 
that have become sub-standard 
fall in this category chiefly be­ 
cause of their age, he showed. 
Adoption of a housing element 
of the county general plan will 
allow county authorities to move 
in directions to remedy poor 
housing. 
The comments came after the 
supervisors approved a housing 


element in the county general 
plan. This enables them to move 
forward in the completion of a 
full general plan, commented 
board chairman Francis Beat* 
tie, of Lompoc, and be in a 
position to better qualify for 
U.S. Housing and Urban Devel­ 
opment (HUD) funds. An air­ 
port master plan has been drawn 
up also and is slated for a 
public hearing later this year. 
Clawson also told the board 
that he felt that possibly half 
the families on the South Coast 
couldn’t afford to buy homes 
now under multiple listing by 
the realty board. Only persons 
in the $12,000 a year income 
bracket and up can afford homes 
now being offered for sale, 
due to higher prices, and higher 
financing costs, it was shown. 
Meanwhile, the board named 
Salvador Aparicio, ofSanta Bar­ 
bara, to a vacant post on the

LOS A N G E L E S —(N E A )- 
A bottle of Soda pop and a 
computer h a v e gotten to­ 
gether—and each has con­ 
tributed a scientific principle 
which may make it safer to 
fly in the future. 
The Air Force is currently 
testing a system of prevent­ 
ing airplane fuel tank explo­ 
sions and fires. The system 
is called Fuel Tank Inerting. 
As engineers explain it. 
three elements must be pres­ 
ent to cause a fuel tank to

explode or burn—an oxidizer, 
such as oxygen; a fuel and 
some ignition source. There 
is nothing that can be done 
about the fuel and the igni­ 
tion source—both are pres­ 
ent in an airplane fuel tank. 
Heretofore, o x y g e n was 
present. too. The object of 
F'uel Tank Inerting is to limit 
the oxygen, bring it down to 
a level too low to support a 
fire. 
The problem isn't simple. 
It is complicated by such 
things as air pressure, the 
liquidity of fuel and the phy­ 
sical properties of gases. 


That's where the bottle of 
soda pop comes in. 
A fuel 
tank and the soda bottle 
have a lot in common. Both 
have liquids in them. In both, 
too. gases are dissolved— 
carbon dioxide in the soda, 
oxygen 
in 
the 
fuel 
The 
gases stay d i s s o l v e d as 
long as the pressure remains 
constant 
But once the cap is taken 
off the soda bottle, or the 
fuel tank goes to an altitude 
where the pressure is thin, 
the gas escapes. 
In an airplane, that causes 
danger—a combustible mix- 


ture of fuel, ignition source 
and oxidizer. 


What Fuel Tank Inerting 
does, basically, is replace 
the oxygen in solution with 
nitrogen, 
w h i c h 
is 
non­ 
combustible. 
A problem for the engi­ 
neers was how to do all this 
—what size should the nitro­ 
gen bubbles be and how fast 
does nitrogen replace oxy­ 
gen at various altitudes? 
A computer solved these 
problems 
Engineers saved 
months by conducting their 
flight tests in an IBM 1130 


computer system When they 
finally built their prototype, 
all the technical problems 
had been overcome.

century as the Cañedo Adobe, was built 
in 1782 
with its outside wall forming 
part of the original Presidio of Santa 
Barbara. 
Before the adobe was remodeled in 
194C 
it served as a tamale factory and 
a sorting and drying room for a Chinese 
laundry. 
Numerous 
heirloom pieces 
of the owner, and Chinese treasures will 
be shown. 
The Frank Kirk Adobe, erected prior 
to 1875, was in a vineyard area. A Mis­ 
sion grapevine 
planted 
in ’75 now 
stretches along the 30’ terrace and still 
bears edible fruit. The wide entry door, 
hand carved by the Mission Indians with 
the “ River of Life” design, once hung 
in the Did Mission of Santa Barbara. 
The 
Rochin Adobe, erected in the 
1850’s, 
is on the first piece of land 
sold by the city from the Plaza del 
Armas.

The adobe has been in the posses­ 
sion of the family of the original build­ 
er for nearly 120 years.

artifacts, tools and weapons, 
and the present owner’s collection of 
fans, baskets and musical instruments 
will be on view.

M. Russell and a small doll hand carved 
by him, embroidered Spanish shawls, 
early-day 
sun and carriage parasols, 
an 1872

paper. 
A wishing well will be in the court­ 
yard of the museum around the statue of 
St. Barbara.

DEAR G IRLS—The recipe 1 have is the same as Nellie’s 
except that it calls for three tablespoons linseed oil instead 
of the olive oil.

Cheeseburger, Spanish Style 


Along about this time of year women are frantically 
thumbing through recipe booklets in attempts to discover 
new. interesting, light and summery dishes for the dinner 
table. Usually, because her husband has said. ’ One more 
Tomato Delight and you’re OUT.” Sometimes because 
she started screaming hysterically over that last batch 
of deviled eggs. 


Whatever the reason, a few guidelines, some rules of 
thumb, are in order. (An interesting note here is that A 
Thumb is about the only thing never recommended as a 
perfect ingredient for aspic molds.) 


Remember that recipe hints are everywhere Leave no 
stone unturned in your search for new ideas While I have 
never seen a recipe offer on a stone. I wouldn’t be sur­ 
prised to find one there I did get a most unusual one (I 
believe it combined chopped cucumbers and liver sau­ 
sage) by sending off the top of a facial tissue box. (Actual­ 
ly w hat I got for that box top and $3 95 was a set of steak 
knives. I had to send off the end of the steak knife wrapper 
for the recipe ) 


By trial and error you will probably come to the con­ 
clusion I have, and that is. those offers requiring mayon 
naise jar labels, pickle jar lid inserts and arrows off 
puffed wheat boxes are the best bets. These people seem 
to know more about food than do the manufacturers of 
tissue, shoe polish and stove cleaner. (For the sake ot 
fairness, the nylon stockings obtained with end flaps of but­ 
ter boxes are of good quality so perhaps the rule isn’t 
the same in reverse.) 


It goes without saying that many interesting recipes are 
gleaned from magazines and newspaper food sections, so 
many that one dares not read without having a pair of 
sharp scissors handy. 
To aid you in your search, the following tips: Avoid clip­ 
ping recipes headed “ Culinary Magic With . . .” as these 
invariably include hot dogs and or cold cuts 
It’s also 
best to pass by those promising “ The Gourmet's Way 
With . . .” because most of these also use hot dogs and 
there isn’t a gourmet alive who believes in steaming a 
frankfurter in grape juice or could face up to one wrapped 
in mashed sweet potatos. 


“ Gustatory Delights” usually means something covered 
with mint sauce and shaved chocolate 


“ Sinfully Sweet" means with canned fruit cocktail 


“ Shimmeringly Savory” —always aspic.

A1 Kaline roots for Ernie 
Banks to get into a World 
Series, and considering how 
good Kaline felt when he finally 
landed in his first one after 15 
years, it’s easy to understand 
the way he feels about Banks. 
Likewise, Selma’s chief root­ 
ing interest isn’t much of a 
mystery because he not only is 
a member of the Chicago Cubs 
but vividly demonstrates how 
he feels about them at every 
given opportunity. 
Now Billy Cowan is another 
matter. He really has some­ 
thing of a problem about which 
club he’d like to see come home 
first in the National League 
East, the Cubs or the Mets. He 
played for both. 
Cowan is with the Yankees 
now and one thing he gets 
straight 
right away is that 
they’re first and foremost with 
him, which makes some sense 
because they’re the ones who 
sign his paychecks. 
Choosing between the Mets 
and Cubs, though, is a tougher 
proposition for Cowan. 
“ I signed with the Cubs 
originally and I enjoyed being 
with the Mets so it’s hard to 
say who I’d like to see win 
between them,” he says. “ Let’s 
say I’d prefer the Cubs to win 
but I wouldn’t be heartbroken if 
the Mets do.” 
Was there any special reason 
for his wanting the Cubs to win, 
like maybe he was crazy about 
Leo Durocher? 
Billy Cowan laughed. 
“ Bob 
Kennedy 
was 
the 
manager when I was there in 


64,” he said. “ I can’t pin-point 
any reason why I would like to 
see them win. I think simply 
because I signed with the Cubs. 
And they’ve been down so 
long.” 


How about the Mets° They 
haven’t 
won too many pen­ 
nants, either. 
“ That’s true,” Cowan said. 
“ They’ve been down a long 
time, too. Chicago, at least, 
was the only place I got a 
chance to play regularly. When 
I first came to the Mets they 
said I was gonna play center 
field regularly. I don’t think I 
ever played a full twoweek 
stretch.” 
Cowan, who put in four years 
in the Cubs’ organization, says 
he always felt they would win 
eventually.

together. Player-wise, I’d have 
to 
say 
the Cubs’ 
success 
revolves around Santo, Wil­ 
liams and Banks. These guys 
have

Beckert either. I saw ’em both 
in the minors. They worked and 
worked and worked. Like no 
two guys you ever saw. They 


made themselves Into ballplay­ 
ers.” 
Cowan remembers the day 
the Cubs traded him to the 
Mets. It was during January 
1965 and he got a call at his 
home in Phoenix at 6:30 in the 
morning from Bob Kennedy, 
the Cubs’ manager with whom 
he had a date to play golf that 
same afternoon. 
Kennedy told him he had 
been traded to the 10th place 
Mets, then inquired: 
“ You still wanna play golf 
with me'1” 
“ Hell, yes,” Cowan said.

War, Student Unrest Haunt 
American Scholars at Oxford

O X F O R D . E n g l a n d - 
< \F A )—"No h i d i n g place 
down here,” is the blues re­ 
frain that American Rhodes 
Scholars at Oxford Univer­ 
sity. all 29 of them, are sing­ 
ing these days. 
The A m e r i c a n s , who 
thought tlfat by spending two 
years at Oxford they could 
get away from it all, m ean­ 
ing the Vietnam war and the 
student violence in America, 
now know better. 
On a clear day at Oxford 
you can see the rioting at 
Harvard and Cornell, get a 
whiff of the tear gas on the 
Berkeley campus 6,000 miles 
away. The latest U.S. cas­ 
ualty figures from Vietnam 
are )ust as real whether you 
read them in the New York 
Times or the London Times. 
“ And 
that’s the way it 
should he," says William J. 
Clinton, 22, of Hot Springs, 
Ark., who is one of the cur­ 
rent crop of Rhodes Schol­ 
ars. “There would be some­ 
thing wrong with us if we 
could pul the war out of our 
minds when our friends arc 
being shot up in Vietnam." 
In the past, Rhodes Schol­ 
arships, which were founded 
in 1903 by British empire- 
huilder Cecil Rhodes, have 
been highly prized in the 
United Slates. Cabinet m em ­ 
bers and congressmen < Dean 
Rusk. Nicholas Katzcnbaeh 
and Sen. William Fulbright 
conic to mind) arc among 
d i s t i n g u i s h e d American 
R h o d e s m e n who have 
studied at Oxford. 
Today’s b a t c h , no less 
promising, includes a past 
vice-president of the Nation- 
al 
Student 
Association 
as 
well as the past editors of 
newspapers at Yale, the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago and H ar­ 
vard. 


But 
it 
also 
includes 
a 
“criminal" in the eyes of 
American law. One of the 
current Rhodes Scholars is 
a draft resister and has an 
indictment hanging over his 
head it he sets foot inside 
the United States. Two other 
scholars are seriously con­ 
sidering burning their draft 
cards. 


Clinton, who is fairly typi­ 
cal of the present American 
Rhodesmen at Oxford, is re­ 
turning' to Arkansas to be 
drafted in July, although his 
scholarship still has another 
year to run. For brown-eyed, 
curly-headed Clinton it has 
been an agonizing decision 
to make, for he is opposed 
to the war. 


A graduate of Georgetown 
University’s School of F or­ 
eign S e r v i c e , Clinton has 
found it increasingly hard to 
concentrate on his postgrad 
uate studies with the draft 


board breathing d o w n his 
neck and with many of his 
stateside f r i e n d s involved 
in student struggles. Politi­ 
cally he describes himself 
as a moderate. 
“I was never one of the 
militants 
at 
Georgetown," 
he explains, “and I have al­ 
ways been opposed to vio­ 
lence. Nevertheless, I find 
myself 
in 
sympathy 
with 
some of the aims of the Stu­ 
dents for a Democratic So­ 
ciety. The same goes with 
the other Rhodes Scholars 
here at Oxford. We are all 
very much involved psycho­ 
logically with what is hap­ 
pening in the States." 


In the p a s t , American 
Rhodesmen have tended to 
shed their national identity 
during their stay here and 
to become a part of the Brit­ 
ish scene They have rowed 
for Oxford, played rugby and 
cricket, formed close friend­ 
ships with British families. 
Now, due to the lack of 
shared experiences, s u c h 
fraternization no l o n g e r 
s e e m s possible. 
Instead. 
American Rhodesmen tend 
to be clannish. “ I cam e here 
with the serious intention of 
im mersing 
myself 
in 
the 
British scene, but I find that 
my best f r i e n d s are all 
A m erican." Clinton explains. 


Dr. Samuel Johnson once 
remarked that nothing clears 
a m an ’s head so quickly as 
the knowledge that 
he is 
about to be hanged. Rhodes 
Scholar William J. Clinton 
feels that the sam e is true 
of his year at Oxford It has 
permitted him to get the 
American political scene in 
perspective, particularly as 
regards the struggles now 
going on in American col­ 
leges and universities. 
"The American university 
is neither a tyrannical insti­ 
tution. nor is it the lever by 
which students can tear our 
society apart. The university 
is the most humanizing, the 
most civilizing institution in 
our midst, and that is be­ 
cause 
it 
m akes 
p e o p l e 
think," he says. 
Clinton, whose views are 
echoed 
by 
other 
Rhodes 
Scholars, blam es both stu­ 
dent extrem ists and univer­ 
sity authorities. 
“The au­ 
thorities m ade the great mis­ 
take of allowing what should 
have been a limited war to 
escalate. As for the Students 
for a Democratic Society, 
they are bad Marxists who 
arc muddled in their think­ 
ing. for the most part, and 
purely negative in their ap­ 
proach. 
"Instead of arguing about 
whether to add a course in 
Negro history to the univer­ 
sity curriculum, the authori­ 
ties and students, black and 
white, should be engaged in 
a meaningful dialogue about 
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J. William Fulbright 
Nicholas Katzenbach 
Dean Rusk

the real p r o b l e m s that 
threaten us. They should be 
worrying about how to man­ 
age in the computer age, 
how to save the lives of our 
cities, 
how 
the 
American 
people 
can 
lead 
happier, 
fuller lives." 


Clinton is attached to Uni­ 
versity 
College. 
O x f o r d , 
which was founded in the 
13th century, and w h i c h 
claims to be the oldest of 
all Oxford colleges. He dines 
in a hall from whose walls 
the portraits of such notable 
alumni as Clement Attlee, 
B ritain’s postwar L a b o r 
prime minister, and L o r d 
Beveridge, welfare s t a t e 
planner, look down. 


Like all other Oxford stu­ 
dents, Clinton enjoys privi­ 
leges which are unheard of 
in 
American 
universities. 
For 
example, 
a 
servant, 
known as a “ scout," brings 
his tea to him in the m orn­ 
ing, makes his bed. empties 
the wastebasket. 
He is not 
required to attend lectures, 
the accent here being on in­ 
dividual instruction by high­ 
ly qualified tutors. 


All is not stuffy tradition 
at Oxford, but students are 
allowed a great amount of 
personal freedom as com ­ 
pared to most American uni­ 
versities. For example, thev 
are a l l o w e d to entertain 
guests—m ale or female—in 
their rooms, or “digs," as 
they are called, until 2 a.m. 
“ I find that I have more 
time for reading and writing 
than I did at Georgetown." 
Clinton declares. "I've even 
found time to play the saxo­ 
phone, which I gave up after 
nurturing ambitions to be­ 
come a serious jazz m usi­ 
cian." 
Like other Rhodes Schol 
ars, Clinton sometimes un 
dertakes speaking engage 
ments, in an effort to fur 
ther 
Anglo-American 
rela­ 
tions. During the presiden­ 
tial elections, for example, 
he explained all about the 
American electoral system 
to high school seniors at 
Derby. “ I f o u n d I didn’t 
have to do much explain­ 
ing.’ 
he concedes. "They 
knew as much about the sub­ 
ject as American high school 
seniors.”

Old way persists 


At first glance, there is almost a comic opera air about the 
affair. 
Passions inflamed 
following a soccer game, two small 
nations go for each other’s throats. One, with armed forces 
numbering some 5,600 men, is accused of launching a “ mas­ 
sive invasion” of the other. A handful of World War II vintage 
fighter planes battle it out for control of the tropical skies. 
But there is nothing really comic about the sudden “ war” 
in the United States’ untidy backyard between Honduras and 
El Salvador, either in the fighting itself or in the situation 
which permitted it to erupt. 
People are dying - death by World War II weapons is just 
as final, if not as massive, as by those of the nuclear age. And, 
once again, the United States is in the middle. The forces of both 
nations are American armed and trained. 
Until fairly recently, warfare was almost constant among 
many of the Latin-American 
nations which achieved inde­ 
pendence from Spain and Portugal a century and more ago. It 
was often recklessly initiated and devastating in its results 
but, unless the United States or a major European power hap­ 
pened to be somehow 
involved, usually little noticed by the 
rest of the world. 
From 1865 to 1870, little Paraguay took on the combined 
forces of Brazil, Argentina and Uruguay in a dispute over jun­ 
gle frontiers and lost half its population, a disaster from 
which it has yet to recover completely. As late as the 1930s, 
Bolivia and, again, Paraguay carried on a prolonged skirmish 


over a piece of real estate, the Gran Chaco, which cost more 
than it gained for either. 
Sooner cr later and willingly or reluctantly, the United 
States has been drawn into these conflicts as umpire or arbiter. 
The Good Neighbor Policy and its successors have sought, 
with uneven effort and success, to substitute cooperation for 
conflict. 
We have discouraged Latin governments from main­ 
taining war machines larger than necessary for normal se­ 
curity, encouraging investment of limited resources in eco­ 
nomic self-improvement. It has not been easy. If not granted 
costly military toys they request under U.S. aid agree­ 
ments, governments have threatened to turn to European sup­ 
pliers, at a higher price — arm twisting that usually works. 
Lately the emphasis in Central America has been on for­ 
mation of a regional common market, an arrangement that 
should not be too difficult considering, in contrast to Western 
Europe, common cultural and economic interests that already 
exist. But, ironically, 
resentment over relative advantages 
to be obtained by each in the market has contributed to the El 
Salvador - Honduras clash. 
Big Brother — or big brothers, the United States with the Or­ 
ganization of American States — has again moved swiftly 
to put the lid on the Central American squabble. But it 
will only be a lid, not a solution, to the long-term Latin ma­ 
laise. There is a long way yet to go before this part of the 
world with so much in common is working together effectively 
for the common good. 
Gl bill 


A generation ago, something like oneout of every two return­ 
ing World War II veterans took advantage of the opportunities 
offered by the GI Bill to further their formal education in col­ 
leges or technical schools or on-the-job training. 
Today, only one in five veterans is participating in the “ Cold 
War” GI Bill. Nearly 20 per cent of the 2.7 million Vietnam 
war veterans mustered out so far have not finished high school, 
yet only 4 per cent of them have applied for a special high 
school studies subsidy provided in the 1967 bill. 
Federal officials would like to know the reasons for these 
startingly different records. 
The explanations may be numerous, but two of them seem 
fairly obvious. 
The World War II GI Bill was a munificent package which 
a grateftil nation presented to its citizen-soldier heroes. The 
government not only picked up the full tab for tuitions but paid 
for hooks and materials and gave veterans a living allowance 
as well. 
Under the present bill, veterans receive an allowance only, 
the amoun* depending upon marital status and number of de­ 
pendents. 
A more important difference, however, would seem to have 
to do with the general backgrounds of the two groups of vet­ 
erans. 
World War II saw near-total mobilization of the male popula­ 
tion. There were no deferments for ordinary studies beyond 
high school. When the war ended, not only were those whose 
educations had been interrupted or postponed ready to take

them up again, but they were joined by millions of middle- 
class Depression youths who suddenly possessed the financial 
means to go to college. 
By contrast, the Vietnam war might be called a “ poor 
boys’ war.” Those young men who have neither the inclina­ 
tion nor the aptitude for college are taken first. A larger 
proportion of the nation’s soldiers are members of disadvan­ 
taged minority groups than in any previous war. The middle- 
class youth, who goes to college as a matter of course these 
days, is draft-exempt until he has completed his degree work 
and thus has little need for GI educational aid when his period 
of service is completed. 
No one has measured the tremendous gain to American 
society by the mass higher education of millions of World War 
II veterans, if it could be measured. Likewise we can only 
guess at the loss to the nation in so many Vietnam era vet­ 
erans passing up the educational chances open to them. 
Government concern was 
manifested in President Nixon’s 
setting up of a Presidential Committee on Vietnam Veterans 
last month. Composed of high administration officials, such as 
the secretaries of Defense, Labor, and Health, Education and 
Welfare, its purpose is “ to find new programs for a new gen­ 
eration of veterans.” 
The committee has yet to hold a meeting. It should begin 
its work soon, for it is charged with a vital task. The nation 
cannot afford not to find ways to motivate a greater percen­ 
tage of its service veterans to better themselves educational­ 
ly. 


We have been trying to recall whether

whatnot.

think the census is 
getting just a bit too

great deal of

shusli- shushing is go­ 
ing on in an effort 
to calm the people down a bit. The Wall 
Street Journal, 
for instance, reports 
that it recently 
was chastised by a nat­ 
ionally syndicated financial columnist 
for 
“ spreading 
malicious nonsense” 
about laws allowing the Census Bureau 
to ask whatever questions it wanted to 
and compel everyone to answer. 
The “ nonsense,” however, concern­ 
ed laws that are on the books as of 
today and that can be enforced. One 
can, for example, be asked about the 
state of his plumbing, whether he has 
to be restrained very often by a strait- 
jacket, what the head size is of any 
“ idiot” - in the family, if there are 
any habitual drunks around the house. 
The penalty for not answering, accord­ 
ing to the Journal, can be a 60-day jail 
sentence or a $100 fine. 
Census officials get a little mixed 
up, it seems, in explaining such laws. 
They practically never need to be en­ 
forced, they say, but they are necessary 
for accuracy and the public good. Just 
trust them not to pry. 


That’s a little difficult for most of us 
to swallow. 
Better a little judicious 


censoring of the census. 
On second thought, perhaps it is just 
as well we have been missed in pre­ 
vious years by the census takers.

A newspaper in Missouri reports that 
a job applicant wrote on his application 
for a “ position” — “ Are salary raises 
automatic here, or do you have to 
work to earn them ” Sobering commen­ 
tary. 


Interest rates going up? 


WASHINGTON - Like one of those il­ 
luminated time flashers, the record high 
interest rate of 8l/2 per cent fixes the 
eye of the beholder with the prospect 
that it will jump again. In a recent in­ 
terview David Rockefeller of the Chase 
Manhattan Bank in New York indicated 
the rate would have to go up, although he 
did not specify the 10 per cent that 
other bankers have felt was imminent. 
Rockefeller’s reme­ 
dy was to relax a Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board 
regulation so that the 
banks could pay big de­ 
positors — $500,000 or 
more — a return ap­ 
proaching the prime 
rate of 8 per cent rath­ 
er than the present 
limit of 6% . Despite 
the earnest exhorta- 
David Kennedy, there is no guarantee 
the interest clock will not jump again. 
On the financial page of the same is­ 
sue of the Washington Post with the Rock­ 
efeller interview was a report of the 
upsurge in profits of three banks in the 
capital. 
One bank’s profits had increased by 
30 per cent in the first half of 1969. 
It was a reminder of what that witty 
ironist of “ The Affluent Society,” John 
Kenneth Galbraith, said in testimony be­ 
fore the Congressional Joint Economic 
Commitee long before the record 8V2 
per cent was written against the sky: 
“ Interest rates are the only prices 
never raised to give the recipient a 
greater return. They are always raised 
as a somber act of national policy.” 
Surging bank profits along with the 
record interest rate are inevitably gen­ 
erating a political revolt. Rep. Wright 
P atm an, the venerable populist out of 
Texas whose eremiads against the banks 
and the Federal Reserve System have had 
a lonely echo through the halls of Con­ 
gress, is finding new recruits. Sen. John 
Sparkman of Alabama, chairman of the 
Banking and Currency Committee, says 
he is ready to introduce legislation fix­ 
ing the interest rate and rolling it 
back if that seems necessary. 
A former chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers, Leon Keyserling, 
observes that the council has kept very 
quiet as the interest pinch has hit car 
and home buyers and as unemployment 
among blacks has jumped. Underscoring 
the inflationary nature of the interest 
squeeze, Keyserling notes that the Fed­ 
eral government will pay an additional 
$9 billion to finance the national debt 
and keep up with current bills. That 
means a tougher time for the Nixon 
Administration in holding off a deficit 
and reaching the goal of a balanced 
budget. 
The ultimate direction of the Nixon 
monetary - fiscal policy is a question 
mark. The chief manager is Dr. Arthur 
F. Burns, who has the title of counseU 
or to the President. Burns was chairman 
of the Council of Economic Advisers 
during the first four Eisenhower years 
and the populists will not let him forget 
the three Eisenhower recessions. 
A remarkable interview with Burns in 
U.S. News and World Report has receiv­ 
ed less attention than it deserves. 
The President’s economic manager 
seemed to be speaking from the plateau 
of an era long before government cor* 
trols gave at least limited promise of 
preventing the cycle of boom and bust. 
He held out “ some hope” that it will 
be possible to “ bring the inflation under 
control without moving into a recession.” 
But the specter of “ galloping infla- 
tion” 
haunts 
Mr. Nixon’s counselor. 
That road ends in a real depression 
and he suggested a parallel with the run­ 
away inflation in post-World War I Ger­ 
many, which wiped out the mi.ddle class 
and opened the door to the Nazis. 
On government spending as it reiates 
to social policy Burns sounds the stern 
note of the rugged individualist. He fav­ 
ors a congressional ceiling to hold down 
spending. If the government is to be 
the employer of last resort, providing 
jobs when industry cannot, the goverr* 
ment job will have to be “ at an unat­ 
tractive 
wage so that individuals would 
have a strong incentive to leave it at 
the earlies opportunity.” Sim ilarly, wel­ 
fare should not be “ too attractive finan­ 
cially,” with maximums set so that a 
family on welfare doesn’t have a larger 


income than the “ diligent working poor:” 
Burns believes the statistics on pover­ 
ty are unreliable and reports of hunger 
in the United States — we do have mal­ 
nutrition — are baseless. 
“ . . . We are suffering from mislead­ 
ing statistics. We seem to have forgotten 
that poverty is an intellectual concept. 
We now talk about counting poor people 
the way we used to talk about counting 
chickens. Many of my neighbors in a 
small town in Vermont are counted as 
being poor, but they don’t consider them­ 
selves poor and I don’t consider them to 
be poor. They live decently. We are work­ 
ing with artificial statistical definitions 
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but we don’t keep that in mind. This, 
I think, is quite troublesome.” 
At least equal in rank with Burns 
in directing the course of the economy 
is William McChesney Martin Jr., chair­ 
man of the Federal Reserve Board. Al­ 
though they come from wholly different 
backgrounds, they share a puritan view 
of the free-wheeling affluent society. 
They are both engaged in turning it 
down. How far it can be turned down 
without being turned off is what critics 
of the policy are asking.

Modern Paul Revere 


An appeal was made today for military 
and defense connected personnel to write 
congressmen in their home states on the 
eve of an all-out congressional floor fight 
over appropriations for the federal im­ 
pacted school aid program. 
An 
appropriation 
bill for Public Law 
874 is in its final 
hearings before the 
Appropriations Sub- 
committee for Labor, 
Health, 
Education 
and Welfare, HEW, 
and is scheduled for 
final action by the 
full House commit­ 
tee on July 24. 
Political 
observ­ 
ers in the nation’s capital estimate the 
legislation will be brought to the floor of 
the House on July 29 or 30. 
As it now stands the appropriations 
bill contains provision for $187 million 
— or roughly less than one third of the 
$650 million which had been requested 
by impacted school districts. Lompoc 
Unified School District would receive 
$2 million-plus under full entitlement — 
and about $811,141 less than that amount 
under the cutback ordered by President 
Nixon. 
The reduction represents almost 10 
per cent of the district’s $9.8 million 
budget. 
Local school officials say the reduction 
would plunge Lompoc schools into the 
worst financial crisis in the district’s 
history. 
Political observers predict an all-out 
floor fight will develop if the House cut­ 
backs are not restored to the appropri­ 
ations bill before it reaches the House 
floor. It will be the first real congres- 
sional test of a major domestic people’s 
program under HEW. 
Local school officials have appealed 
for military and defense connected per­ 
sonnel to write letters to their home 
state congressmen, on the premise that 
votes 
from 
states 
without impacted 
school districts will be needed for foil 
appropriation. 
Nixon has proposed to eliminate apor- 
tion of the entitlement from P.L. 874 
that has previously been earmarked 
for the education of defense - connect­ 
ed children who live off-base. 
An estimated 68 per cent of the 14,000 
students attending Lompoc schools are 
the children of federal employes. 
P.L. 874 was created about 8 years ago 
to compensate a school district for 
the loss of property taxes because of the 
presence of military or defense instal­ 
lations. On the local scene, it is Van- 
denberg Air Force Base. 
School officials appealed for support 
in the fight and warned that the effort 
is needed even if the House committee 
should eventually restore all the cut­ 
backs, in order to beat off a possible 
reduction on the House floor. 
Congressman Charles M. Teague, R- 
Ojai, has been a staunch supporter of 
P.L. 874 and has fought a valiant fight 
over the years for foil entitlement. Sei* 
ator George Murphy has also supported 
the impacted school aid programs. 
Congressmen in states without federal 
impacted school districts, however, have 
not been so favorably disposed toward 
the appropriations, according to re- 
ports, it is these “ reluctant ones” who 
could be impressed with letters from 


military or defense personnel in Lom­ 
poc Valley. 
Traditionally, military personnel at 
Vandenberg have lauded the quality of 
education in Lompoc schools and pra- 
dictably would be aroused to defend the 
funds that make the school programs 
possible. 
Lompoc will have no direct represei* 
tatives on hand for the House floor 
fight, but key districts identical to the 
local district will be there in force. 
Word of the impending battle and the 
need for a letter writing campaign im­ 
mediately, 
was flashed to Lompoc and 
hundreds of impacted school districts 
in the nation by a prearranged com­ 
munication network that links the threa- 
tened districts.
